WASHINGTON, March 
'Governors will be asked Tuesday by 
Secretary of State Stimson to sub- 
‘mit to their Legislatures for ratifi- 
cation the “lame duck” constitu- 
tional amendment. 

The joint resolution was received 
yesterday at the State Department 
bearing the signatures of Vice Pres- 
ident Curtis and Speaker Garner, 
but not that of President Hoover, 
who has nothing to do with adop- 
tion of amendments to the Consti- 
tution. The resolution will bring 
newly elected Representatives to 
the House sooner, change the meet- 
ing dates of Congress and inaugu- 
rate the President Jan. 20 instead 
of March 4. 

If 36 states advise the depart- 
ment of legislative approval of the 
amendment within seven years, the 
Secretary of State will certify un- 
der the seal of the department that 
the instrument has been ratified. 


GERMANY REPAYS $10,000,000 
OF CENTRAL BANKING LOAN 


NEW YORK, March 4,.—The 

German Reichsbank today deposit- 
ed $10,000,000 with the New York 
Federal Reserve Bank as a 10 per 
cent repayment on the $100,000,000 
central banking credit granted last 
June, 
’ The remainder of the loan, $90,- 
000,000, has been renewed for a 
period of three months by the four 
participants who share equally in 
the extension, the Federal Reserve 
Bank, Bank of England, Bank of 
France and Bank for International 
Settlements. The $10,000,000 de- 
posit with the Federal Reserve is 
for the account of the Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements, which is 
crediting one-fourth, or $2, 500,000, 
to the other three participants in 
the loan. ‘The amount of the ex- 
tension of each bank is thus re- 
duced to $22,500,000. 

The loan was granted late last 
June to tide the German Central 
Bank over the mid-year settlement

Cabinet Considers Various Sugges- 
tions of Government Officials. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.-——The 
concern of the country for the safe- 
ty of Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. was 
reflected at today’s meeting of 
President Hoover with his Cabinet. 

The kidnaping brought various 
expressions from the Government 
leaders in an‘informal discussion, 
but there was no suggestion of fur- 
ther action by the Government to 
recover the child or apprehend his 
abductors. Federal agencies al- 
ready are aiding State authorities 
in the search. 

The Cabinet members agreed as 
one that every possible resource 
should be invoked to find the in- 
fant. Matters of state took a sec- 
ondary position for the time that 
the informal discussion went on. 
It was clear that the expressions 
of serious concern were unanimous.

We urge those who have 
the child. to send any represen- 
tatives that they desire to meet 
a representative of ours who will 
be suitable to them, at any time 
and at any place that aney may 
designate. 

“If this is accepted we promise

About 100 Men and Women 
Protesting Against Sales 
Tax Force Way Into Ex- 
ecutive Mansion. 


MERCHANTS RALLY | 
ON CAPITOL LAWN 


Ruby Laffoon Says He Will 
Not Prosecute and His 
Bill Proceeds Through the 
Legislature.

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 4.—A 
crowd of more than 100 men and 
women forced their way into the 
Executive Mansion, frightened 
members of Gov. Ruby Laffoon’s 
houséhold and slightly damaged 
the*furnishings yesterday in a dem- 
onstration against the Governor’s 


1 per cent general sales tax pro- 
posal. 

Gov. Laffoon was not at home, 
‘being in his office in the Capitol. 
Word of the demonstration was 
taken to him by members of his 
household, who ran out a side door 
when the demonstrators forced 
their way past a Negro doorman. 
Several men who appeared to be 
spokesmen asked to see the ‘“wom- 
en folks,” Gov. Laffooon said. . 

When Douglas Majors, the door- 
man, refused to let the crowd in- 
side, he said, one of them offered 
him $46 if he would tell where the 
Governor was. He said they insist- 
ed the Governor was in the man- 
sion. When he refused to let them 
in, Majors said, the men pushed 
him aside and walked into the re- 
ception room. 


Only Two Children at Home. 

Mrs. Laffoon and the Governor’s 
two daughters who live with him, 
Miss Leila Laffoon and Mrs. Wil 
Robinson, were not at home at the 
time. The Governor’s two grand- 
sons, Tommy Robinson, 2% years 
old, and R. W. Robinson, 11 were 
home but were not molested. 

When some of the demonstrators 
sought to go to the second floor 
they were told by a maid that no 
one was upstairs and they did not 
attempt to force their way farther. 

After remaining in the mansion 
more than an hour, the crowd left. 
Almost @véry room in the lower 
part of the building bore évidence 
of the visit. There were many cig- 
arette holes burned in carpets and 
on the édges of furniture, Htter on 
the floors and electric light globes 
were missing. The piano in the 
drawing room was played and 
music sheets were torn. 

“This is not the Governor's 
house,” one of the demonstrators 
remarked. “It belongs to us be- 
cause we paid the taxes to build 
it.’”’ 

Meeting on Capitol Lawn. 

The disorder occurred while 
thousands of merchants from = all 
parts of Kentucky were holding a 
mass meeting in the rain on the 
lawn in front of the Capitol, near 
the mansion. The meeting was ar- 
ranged as a protest against the 
sales tax, which has passed the 
House und is pending in the Sen- 
ate. It carries the Governor's ap- 
proval. 

With banners carrying slogans, 
such as “Bankrupt Retailers Pay 
no Taxes at All,” ‘‘Tenant Farmers 
Pay Sales Tax, Too,” ‘“‘The Sales 
Tax Hits the Farmer, Too—Good- 
by Tobacco," “Economy, Not Tax- 
ation,” and “Down With the Sales 
Wax,” the merchants showed their 
opposition to the tax. 

H bands bore labels reading, 
“Laffoon Sleeps, Wake Him,” and 
“Opposed to Any Sales Tax.”’ 

intermingled with the delega- 
tions were several hurriedly print- 
ed signs attributed by the mer- 
chants to persons favoring the tax 
and attempting to embarrass 
protestors. Some of these signs 
read “Opposed to Prehibition,” and 
“Opposed to Any Tax.”’ 

Meeting in the downtown busi-: 
ness district after coming here by 
train, busses'and private automo- 
biles, the merchants paraded to the 
Capitol. 

Last night most of the visitors 
remained at the Capitol to cttend 
the open meeting of the Senate 
Rules Committee. The merchants 
renewed their protests before this 
committee. 

Gov. Laffoon said today he 
planned to take no action against 
the crowd that invaded the Exec- 
utive Mansion.

Lindbergh Asks Kidnapers 
To Communicate With Him 


Continued From Page One. 


Charles A. Lindbergh’s home this 
morning shortly after midnight, 
asked whether immunity would be 
granted to the kidnapers of the 
Lindbergh baby, Charles Augustus 
Jr., 20 months old. 

The call was disclosed by Capt. 
J. J. Lamb of the New Jerséy State 
police, stationed at the Lindbergh 
home, four miles from Hopewell in 
the Sourland hill country. The 
police intercepted the call and im- 
mediately made an effort to trace 
it. No details of the conversation 
were made public. 

At 3 p. m. today it was 65 hours 
since the baby was missed.* The 
nurse put the child in its cMb at 
7:30 p. m. Tuesday. Discovery that 
it was gone was made at 10:30 p. 
m. Police think the kidnaping took 
place about 8:30, or shortly after. 

Lamb refused to say whether any 
new messages had been received. 
He declined to say what he told 
the questioner over the telephone. 
He would only say that someone 
had made the call. 

Lamb also declined t0 say 
whether Col. Lindbergh would be 
willing to agree not to prosecute 
if he got his child back safe, but 
when asked whether Gel: Lindbergh 
would pay ransom, Lamb answered 
‘‘ves. ” 

Lamb would say nothing when 
asked today whether Col. Lind- 
bergh or his representatives had 
established contact with the kid- 
napers. Yesterday the answer was 
definitely ‘no.’ 

The contents of a note received 
in the a Rgerigagpromt was guarded 
as closely the first message of 
the kidnapers found pinned to the 
window sill of the nursery when the 
kidnaping was first discovered 
Tuesday evening. It was said there 
was ‘some similarity’ in the hand- 
writing on the two messages.

Nurse Questioned by Police. 

Betty Gow, the young nurse of 
the kidnaped baby, was subjected 
to long examination by police at 
the Lindbergh home again today. 

Police questioned Miss Gow at 
length last night and started again- 
early this morning. No statement 
was issued as to the nature of the 
questioning. 

It was Miss Gow who discovered 
the kidnaping when she went into 
the Lindbergh nursery at 10:30 
Tuesday night. She had put the 
baby to bed at 7:30. 

Miss Gow, a pretty, black haired 
woman with a cheerful smiling 
face and the springy step of an 
athlete, was selected for the posi- 
tion by Elizabeth Morrow, Mrs. 
Lindbergh’s sister. 

Child Fond of Nurse. 

Miss Morrow is an educational 
expert who runs a school of her 
own in Englewood, and she spent 
considerable time in choosing the 
person she thought best suited to 
be her nephew's nurse. 

Miss Gow. has’ probably seen 
much more of the baby than has 
its mother because, of Mra. Lind- 
bergh’s many absences from home 
with her flying husband. The child 
was said to be very fond of her. 
The young woman was considered 
by the Lindberghs almogt as a 
‘member of the family instead of as 
@ servant. 

Since the baby was kidnaped-she 
has been Mrs. Lindbergh's constant 
companion.

Stalemate; Appeal Broadcast. 

Significant of the stalemate was 
the radio appeal ° broadcast last

Col, Lindbergh. It was: 

“Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh not 
only wish but hope that whoever 
is in possession of the child will 
make every effort to communicate 
with them.” 

This indicated that the abductors 
had not communicated with the 
parents. 

There have been many notes 
purporting to be from the kidnap- 
ers. Only one, however, is regard- 
ed as certainly genuine—the one 
found on the sill of the nursery 
window. The contents of this note 
have not been made public. It is 
not even certain that the note made 
a démand for ransom, although the 
inference is that it asked for ran- 
som. But whatever it may have 
said, it apparently failed to outline 
what steps would be necessary to 
open negotiations for the child's 
return. 

A report last night that a second 
and a third note received by the 
Lindberghs were signed by three 
pin points in a triangle was denied 
at the office of Gov. Harry Moore 
at Trenton, where developments 
are Officially communicated to re- 
porters. The pin point- signature 
was said to have been employed 
on the original note. 

Against Calling Off Police. 

Suggestions that the police ceasc 
the hunt, and that thus the kid- 
napers might deal with the Lind- 
berghs without fear of arrest were 
immediately turned down by Col. 
Lindbergh. He said he wanted the 
police search to contlinue, and 
expressed satisfaction with the 
manner in which it has been con- 
ducted. 

At the same time, Col. Lindbergh 
is anxious to treat directly with the 
kidnapers and has indicated will- 
ingness to meet their terms for the 
baby’s safe return. 

There was little sleep for the 
worried parents last night. Both 
Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh, however, 
maintained outward calm, though 
each shows strain. 

Some of the voluminous mail has 
been of a threatening nature, hint- 
ing in one case that Mrs. Lind- 
bergh, the former Anne Morrow, 
would be killed, and that Col. Lind- 
bergh, too, was marked for death, 
Neither the Lindberghs nor the po- 
lice give these threats any serious 
thought. 

There was one note which said 
“the baby will die.” There were 
others-quite obviously the work of 
Cranks or crooks, 

Other notes sought to suggest so- 
lution of the kidnaping. At least 
two gave street addresses in wide- 
ly separated cities where, the wfitit- 
ers said, the baby-was being held.

3 FOUND SHOT TODEATH 


Evidence Indicates Cafe Man 
Killed Wife and Stepson, 
Then Self.

Letter Demands $50,000 on Penalty 
of Death to Child.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—A let- 
ter demanding $50,000 ransom for 
the Lindbergh baby on penalty of 
death for the child was taken from 
the mails here today by postal au- 
thorities and given to police. 

The letter said: 

“Your baby safe. Put $50,000 as 
shown in diagram below. We are 
on the lookout. And if anything 
goes wrong the kid will be killed 
and we are not fooling.”

The letter, which had been mailed 
in a corner box, bore no stamp. It 
was printed, as have been cards ad- 
dressed to Col. Lindbergh and tak- 
en from the mails in Newark.

When the Japanese landed their

Here and there blue-coated fig- 
ures were sprawled along the road- 
side, the bodies of Chinese strag- 
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| glers who were cut down during! 
the flight. 

The abandoned Chinese trenches 
which crease the countryside, pro- 
vided further evidence of a hasty 
retirement, They were cluttered 
with blankets, clothing, utensils and 
ammunition, and in some cases 
with bits of loot such as jewelry, 
women’s toilet articles and purses. 

The retreating Chinees plundered 
Nanziang ag they went through. Of 
15,000 Chinese who used to call it 
home; only a hundred or so re- 
mained in Nanziang today and they 
were mostly old men and women, 
sitting sullenly in their doorways. 

The shells spared Nanziang, but 
the looters overlooked nothing. 
When the Japanese arriyed they 
found that every little shop and

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EUGEN D'ALBERT DIES: 
PIANIST AND COMPOSER 


| World Famous as Interpreter of 


Bach and Brahms—Wrote 
16 Operas. “

RIGA, Latvid, March 4.—Eugen 
D'Albert, Angle-German composer 
and pianiat, died here yesterday. 
He was 68 years old. 

D’ Albert, who had been described 
as “the world’s mest married man 
genius,” came to Riga te ebtain a 
diverce from his eighth wife, Hilda 
Fels D’Albert. His home was at 
Lugano, Switzerland. He obtained 
the divorce decree in January. 

He was world famous as an in- 
terpreter of Bach, Brahms and 
Beethoven, and made many tours 
of the United States. 

D’Albert compesed 16 operas. 
The most popular of these prob- 
ably wag “The Black Orchid,” 
based en a story of beotlegging in 
New York. 

A German by ancestry, D’Albert 
was horn in Glasgow, *but did mest 
of his work in Berlin. His first 
musical education was in Lendon 
and at the age of 17 he wrote sev- 
eral violin concertos, for which he 
was awarded the Mendelesohn prize 
in 1881.. He studied under Brahms 
in Vienna. 

In 1895 he conducted the Wei- 
mar Court Theater orchestra. 

The composer's first marriage 
wes in 1892, to Teresa Careno. 
They were divorced in 1895.

|GERMAN LEADERS 
ALARMED BY FALL 
IN BIRTH RATE 
Decline Is at Rate of 100,000 


a Year With Deaths 
in Lead. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 4.—Germany’s 
rapidly declining birth rate is giv- 
ing her leaders much anxious 
thought. 

The Reich is losing population at 
the rate of 100,000 a year, deaths 
exceeding births by 1.6 per thou- 
sand inhabitants. 

Having regard to the fact that 
to keep the race numerically at its 
level there should be three chil- 
dren born to every marriage, the 
ministry of the interior says that 
the prevailing no-child or one-child, 
fashion threatens a decline which 
may be fatal to the fatherland’s 
status in the world. 

The outlook is especially reflect- 
ed in education statistics. Here in 
Berlin, 23 schools are closed be- 
cause of lack of pupils. 

In six densely populated districts 
of the capital the number of chil- 
dren has diminished from 225,000 
in 1913 to 125,000 in 1931. Part of 
this, but not all, is due to a move- 
ment away from the city because 
of unemployment. 

More vivid is a report from 
Werklitz, a village of 400 people 
near Calbe. . There is not a pupil 
to be graduated from the village 
school in the semester ending at 
Eastertide and not one new pupil

$560,000,000. The Canadian goods. we bought were 
mostly agricultural products, and that gave the pe- 
litical friends of our farmers at Washington an op- 
portunity ta dq some eloguent talking, Senator 
Capper of Kansas “led the league” in depicting the 
floods of Canadiam wheat that were pouring in on 
the American market and the blessings that would 
accrue to the Amenican farmer by damming those 
torrents with tariff barriers. We flung up those 
barriers, first in the emergency tariff act, later ip 
the Fordney-McCumber law, and we stopped the 
inflow from the North, The 47,000,000 bushels of 
wheat which Canada sent to us in 1921 dwindled to 
a trickle of 2,500,000 bushels in 1923, and oats and 
‘cattle shipments similarily shrunk. In money, we 
‘lopped off $100,000,000 worth of Canadian business 
in the United States, but nobody has ever discovered 
where the American farmer profited by this trade 
destruction, least of all the American farmer him- 
self, 
But no word of reprisal eame from Canada. In- 
stead, overtures were made to Washington te re 
establish the reciprocal provisions of the Wilson- 
Underwood tariff, under which both countries had 
} prospered. Those efforts failed. It was not, how- 
ever, until the Hawley-Smoot embargo was declared 
that Canada retaliated. On this issue of retaliation, 
the Canadian election of 1930 was fought, in which 
Mr. Bennett was made Prime Minister. And now, 
with the Canadian market closed to our goods, 
American manufacturers are moving across the 
border and setting up their factories on Canadian

Thousands of corporations now do busi-/ 
ness in all states of the Union, and for them to go 
to Federal court on the plea that their incorporation | 
papers are filed elsewhere than in a state where they 
are sued is to distert the purpose of the constitytion- 
al provision. For two very good reasons, the prac 
tice shoyld be ended. One is te lighten the burden 
en Federal Judges which, in recent years, hag become 
almost insupportable; the other is to safeguard the 
interests of litigants whose causes are prejudiced | 
by removal from the vicinage.

A good, savory soup goes a long 
way for the noon meal, especially 
if there are children home from 
scheol. The soup may be so satis- 
fying both in taste and food values 


_| that only a little cooked fruit and 


cookies are necessary to make the 
meal complete, 

Nothing better than rich, thick 
vegetable soup, which may be made 
as follews: Simmer four sliced ear- 
rots, four sliced eniens, one stalk 
of celery w:th leaves, one and one- 
half eyps canned tomatees and 
four eubed potatoes for about en 
heur in one quart of beef steck 
and one quart boiling water. 

To make your own beef stock, 
soak one pound beef shank and 
bone in one and one-half quarts 
Brown one 
pound shank meat in small amount 
of fat and add to kettle, Simmer 
three hours, Add one sliced onion, 
one-half cup aliced carrots, one 
teaspoon celery seed, three cloves, 
six peppercorns, one sprig parsley 
and one teaspoon salt, and simmer 
two hours more. Strain, cool and 
clarify. This makes about “one 
quart. 

And here is a cheese and onion 
soup which ig rich and substantial 
and requires the following ingredi- 
ents: 

Three small onions (sliced), two 
tablespoons fat, two- third table- 
spoon flour, one and ene- -half pints 
hot stock, two-thirds teaspoen 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
six rounds of buttered toast, two 
tablespoons grated cheese, 

Brown onion in the fat; add flour 
and cook ene minute. Pour on 
stock, add salt and pepper, cook 10 
minutes. Place a round of toast 


in the bottem of each soup plate 
and pour the seup over it. Sprin- 


kle the cheese over the top and 
serve hot.

Melt four tablespoons butter, add 
four tablespoons flour and when 
blended, stir in four cups milk, 
Continue stirring until thickened 
and boiling, add the spinach mix, 
ture, season with more salt if neceg- 
sary and serve in bouillon cyps. 


. _ NEW POTATOES 


New potatoes are becoming 
cheaper and better and in many in- 
stances it may be found more eca- 
nomical to buy them than the old 
ones, which are not particularly 
good just now. When the new ones 
are used, wash them theroughiy 
and boil with the skins on, Peel 
when done, season with salt, pep- 
per, melted butter and minced 
parsley or Mash in the usual way. 

When served with the minced 
parsley they are known as “pars- 
ley petatioes,” ag are the little 
balis cut from potatoes that are 
boiled and seasoned in the same 
way.

FOOD FOR CHILDREN 


Malnutrition Results From Im- 
proper Diets in Many 
Homes. 


‘The thousands and thousands of} 
children who are suffering from 
malnutrition are proof that more 
care and thought are needed in 
planning feod for them, for many 
cases are due te the wrong kind of 


food rather than to lack of it. In 


many homes there is a feéling that 


as soon as youngsters are old 


enough to eat solid food they can 
eat anything, and it is ne longer 


necessary to make any special pre- 

vision for their dietary needa, 

This kind of reasoning is all right 
if the grown-ups are eating the 
kind of food fhat will provide for 
the growth needs and development 
of children, but nine times out of 
10 such is not the case, though the 
foods used might very readily be 
adapted or changed slightly to 
make them suitable. 

The problem of the preper feed- 
ing of children is one that is en- 
gaging the attention of nutrition ex- 
perts and editicators all over the 
country in sehools, communities and 
homes. In a number of communi- 
ties mothers’ classes have been 
formed in connection with public 
schoo] activities and mothers are 
receiving instruction in the plaa- 
ning and preparation of, food, as 
well as in the health needs and re- 
quirements of growing boys and 
girls. The children themselves are 
being taught good food ‘habits 
through health classes and through 
supervised school lunches in many 
cities. 

Meals for children cannot be left 
te chance; they must be carefully 
planned, well cooked, and served 
without making the child unduly 
food conscious. 

The following rules, which have 
been given as a guide in planning 
food for children, are as well svit- 
ed to the food needs of the whole 
family, and may generally be used 
where it is not desirable to plan 
special foods for children — and 
this means in the average family 
of today. 

1. See that clean, wholesome milk 
is used for children—a quart a day 
for children up to 6 years and at 
least a pint a day for older ones. 

2. Serve plenty of simply cooked 
vegetables of all kinds, either fresh 
or canned. Use leafy vegetables at 
least twice a week. 

3. Serve food without comment 
as to its nutritive qualities, or with- 
out remarkifig on the necessity for 
eating it. Dake it for granted that 
it wilh be eaten and liked. Avoid 
expressing dislikes for food your- 
self. 

4. Never force a child to eat 
when he is cross or tired. If the re- 
fuses food, leave him alone, and 
don’t talk about it. Make him wait 
until next meal time for agything 
to eat. ’ 

5. Serve a hot breakfast, a sira- 
ple lunch or supper and a substan- 
tial dinner. 

6. Serve meals at regular hours. 

7. Set an example of eating slow- 
ly and chewing food. 

8. Drink plenty of water between 
meals. 

9. Keep to simple foods, simply 
cooked and seasoned. Avoid rich 
sauces or gravies and highly spiced 
or seasoned foods. 

10. Children often need a mid- 
morning or mid-afternoon lunch, 
but this should be given at a regu- 
lar time and should consist of 
fruit, bread and butter, plain crack- 
ers, a glass of milk or a sandwich. 

11. Remember that the right 
amounts of the right kind of foods 
are necessary if a child is to be 
healthy and grow as he should.

Cut 
the chicken apart. Wipe dry. Dust 
with flour, salt and pepper. Fry in 
4 tablespoons fat about 5 minutes. 

To the fat in the pan add one 
tablespoon flour, blend on slow 
fire, adding one cup of chicken 
jelly heated. When boiling, add 
1% cups of milk. Stir until smooth, 
1 cup canned mushrooms, cover 
and simmer five minutes. Add more 
seasoning if necessary.

If the bridge luncheon is to be 
rather more elaborate than usual, 
why not have artichokes as one of 
the main items? They are not

To cook these, trim off the stem, 
remove the coarsest leaves and 
trim off the points of the rest with 
a pair of scissors. Put in a large 
‘kettle with enough boiling water 
to cover them, or rather to float 
them, for they will stay on top of 
the water. Add one teaspoon salt 
and one teaspoon lemon juice for 
every three artichokes. Cover and 
boil gently for 25 minutes or until 
a leaf can be pulled off very eas- 
ily. Ms 

Drain, place upright on hot 
plates and serve each with a little 
dish of melted butter seasoned lib- 
erally with lemon juice and pap- 
rika, or with hollandaise sauce. 
Large artichokes may be cut 
lengthwise in half after cooking. 
To eat them, pull off the leaves one 
at a time as you eat them, dip the 
thick end in the sauce, and pull 
through the teeth to remove the 
meaty pulp. Place the discarded 
leaves neatly on one side of the 
plate. 

The smaller leaves on the inside 
may sometimes be entirely eaten 
if the artichoke is very young. 
Close to the center is a fuzzy sec- 
tion which is cut out with your 
knife and fork and placed to one 
side. The bottom of the artichoke 
is a choice tidbit and is cut in 
pieces, dipped in the sauce and 
eaten.
